away a rich man, Jjut always he has been spoken 
of as “The Grand’Old Man” of Hght-hamess rac- 


He passed away September 2, while working at 
t o profession at Wheeling, W. Va. The accident 
that caused his death seems to have been un­ 
avoidable. Mr. Geers had started his horse “Mi­ 
lady Guy,” in the first harness race of the West 
Virginia state fair, and was seeking to send her 
ahead of Santax, the Great, when his fine mare 
stumbled and fell, causing injuries to Mr. Gee^o* 
from which he died in a few'hours.

Geers was one of the few men who “die in har­ 
ness.” He was not content to retire on his large 
income, and he was not content to take other than 
first place in the last race he drove. Mr. Geers 
was well known to many people here having paid 
a number of visits to relatives living in the Twin 
Cities duriig the years that are passed. 
The following brief sketch of his life is taken 
from the Philadelphia Public Ledger of Septem- 


b er4 :‘ i : 
“The Silent Tennessean,” as Geers 
was 
called, was born January 25, 1851, near Le- 
banon, Wilson county, Tennessee. His pas­ 
sion for horses manifested itself early, and 
while a ^oung boy he became the owner of 
a fast eolt. 
At the age of twenty, he was 
training several horses and had won his first 
race at Lebanon with a little Morgan stallion 
? called Little Dave; time 3:04 ,to a skeleton 
• * wagon. This horse belonged to a Tennessee 
preacheir, who hired Geers to drive for him. 
In 1873 Geers moved to Nashville and two 
years láter opened a public stable there. He

soon attracted the attention of Major Camp­ 
bell Brown, who had a farm at Springhill, 
Tennessee. Brown sent him a few horses and 
from them Geers developed Brown Hal, the 
prophet of the famous Hal family. 
Geers won his first Grand Circuit race in 
1881 with Annie W, a notable trotter.

We ask that Bawdy Houses. Houses of Prostitution 
and Assignation Homes be prohibited and that every pos­ 
sible means available be resorted to make this a fact. 


2. We ask that it be made just as much aprime to buy 
or receive prohibited liquors as it 
to sell them, and that 
the punishment be the same. 


3. We ask that public begging from house to house be 
prohibited, unless a permit has been granted therefor and
